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Stamps of The Potato Act of 1935 


aN AUGUST 24, 1935, 
es ea\ictent. prompted by in- 
ysistent demand from 
powers of states where 
<i raising and market- 
ing of F potatoes is of agricultural im- 
portance, and predominantly — the 
“money crop” of the grower, enacted 
legislation for the purpose of reduc- 
tion of potato acreage through allot- 
ments to growers, and to correct the 
disparity between the prices the grow- 
er pays for the things he buys and the 
prices received for the things he sells. 

The law went into effect Dec. 1, 
1935 and was to apply to all potatees 
harvested after that date, but it was 
of short life, because of the recent 
invalidation of the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act by the Supreme Court 
of the United States. Though the 
Court did not render a decision in the 
case of the Kerr-Smith Act (Tobacco 
Control Act and its Tobacco Vax 
stamps), the Bankhead Act, and the 
Potato Tax act, it did infer that they 
were unconstitutional, and as a re- 
sult the said Acts were recently re- 
pealed. 

The tax on the sale of potatoes 
harvested after Dec. 1, 1935, at the 
rate of three-fourths of one cent per 
pound was to be applied in the fol- 
lowing manner: 








First—the Secretary of Agriculture | +” 


was to determine the quantity of 
potatoes to be raised that would 
tend to establish the proper price | 
basis, then, to bona-fide producers 
or raisers of each state an allot- 
ment was to have been made, upon 
application by the grower, from 
the. amount determined. After the 
harvesting of a growers allotment, 


subsequent to Dec. 1, 1935, and 
the packaging thereof, when the 
first sale was made, the tax ap- 


plied, and was to have been paid 
with tax exempt potato stamps. 
No money consideration entered, as 
these stamps were given to the 
growers.

granted an allotment, tax paid 
potato stamps were made availa- 
ble and to have been used when 
his crop was sold. The tax in 
these cases was paid in money terms. 
‘Vhird,—On imports, quotas were 
to be established, and on amounts 
entered, the tax-paid stamps ap- 
plied. 

Fourth,—If a change was made in 
the form of potatoes prior to the 
first sale thereof tax-paid or tax- 
exempt stamps were to be used in 
accordance with the allotment re- 
quirements.

At the time of the first sale the 
stamps, either tax-exempt or tax-paid, 
were to have been affixed to the con- 
tainer covering the quantity of the 
potatoes therein; if in a bag, to the 
‘bag or shipping tag; if in a_ box, 
crate, barrel; etc., to the side at a 


| point near the center or middle. If 


'the first sale had been made in bulk, 
turned over to the pur- 
chaser sufficient stamps either tax- 
exempt or tax-paid, and when the po- 
tatoes were packaged later the stamps 
were to have been applied. The 
stamps were to be canceled either by 
ink, indelible pencil, or by perforat- 
ing them. 

Up to the date of repeal of the Act 
only those districts and localities 
which were harvesting potatoes had 
been supplied with the stamps, there- 
fore we have reason to believe that 
the South alone had the stamps for 
distribution. As for their present 
availability it is the writer’s under- 
standing that they have been with- 
drawn from sale.

‘The Stamp Committee of the Ar- 
kansas Centennial, composed of \es- 
srs. Charles Stuck, J. H. Stockton, 
Carl Olsson and H. A. Dunning met 
on February 17th and selected a sub- 
ject for the forthcoming Arkansas 
Centennial Stamp. 

Che Committee recommended the 
use of a picture of Arkansas’ first 
state capitol building, now a War 
Memorial building for the central 
figure in the new stamp. ‘The old 
state house is located in Little Rock. 

[t was recommended that the 
stamp be issued on June 15th, State- 
hood Day and that the Centennial 
Commission have printed an official 
first day cover for sale on the same 
dav. A charge of 10 cents for the 
envelope with the centennial stamp 
on it Was recommended. 

This latter recommendation is nat- 
urally for the local committee and is 
unusual, yet shows the influence of 
the stamp collectors who compose this 
Stamp Committee. 

The design of the stamp must be 
approved by the Department at 
Washington, yet there is usually co- 
operation on their part when a local 
committee makes a suitable recom- 
mendation.

Death of T.

However at a recent meeting of 
the club, the members were enter 
tained by Professor Charles Chubb. 
Professor Chubb has to do with 
Architecture and is on the faculty of 
Ohio State University. 

By some means, he was interested 
in postage stamp collecting and by 


choice he chose to gather stamps 
which portray architecture. With 


all the thoroughness of the real stu- 
dent he first scanned his Scott cata- 
logue and made himself a check list 
of such stamps. He stated in his talk 
before the club that there were ex- 
actly 17 different architectural sub- 
jects pictured on stamps prior to 
1900 and since then the number is in 
the hundreds, perhaps showing more 
clearly than anything else, the great 
change that has come in stamp de- 
sign.

It would seem that 
lists of this style would be kept by 
collectors as the collector usually 
has a binder which the pages will 
fit and if more lists were issued in 
this form the collector would have 
an easy means of filing and keeping 
for reference. 


The New British Stamps 
_——— e --- 


We are informed, from a source 
considered by us to be most reliable, 
that new postage stamps will not be 
issued by the British Government 
and the Crown Agencies, bearing the 
likeness of His Majesty King Edward 
VIII, until early in 1937. 

It is expected that within the next 
few weeks the Deputy Master of the 
Royal Mint, Sir Robert A. Johnson, 
will see His Majesty and learn from 
him the kind of design he would like 
on the coinage, and after that a se- 
lected artist will be appointed to make 
a new portrait. This usually takes 
considerable time because it is cus- 
tomary to have several sittings. 


In the changes of stamps a Com- 
mittee will be set up to consider de- 
signs submitted by famous artists, and 
a prize or an award is usually made 
to the artist whose design is accepted. 
The Committee will consist of Gen- 
eral Post Office Officials and Mem- 
bers of the Royal Academy, who will 
choose the most suitable designs and 
submit them to the King for his ap- 
proval. King Edward VIII head 
will be looking to the right. While 
both King Edward VII and King 
George V_ looked to the left, it is 
understood that from now on the 
heads will alternate. Not until all 
this is accomplished and the King ap- 
proves of the design can the com- 
mencement of engraving the neces- 
sary plates, printing the stamps, et 
cetera, be started. Of course the 
change from G. R. to E. R. on all 
official papers and documents with 
regard to law, war, postal and other 
services will be gradual.

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RELIGION IN THE STAMPS 
By Harry M. Savacool 


Great Churchmen of the Stamps 
CHAPTER 13 


HE faces of Bishops, Cardinals, Popes, and other 

clergymen look out at us from many of the 

stamps. Many of them are so honored because 
they wandered afield from their holy vocations and 
won their fame in secular politics. A few, however, 
tind their places in the picture gallery of philately be- 
cause of their outstanding Christian character and their 
services to the Christian religion. 

Cardinal Richelieu would most certainly fall in that 
group who won their distinction outside of their re- 
ligious vocation. France saw fit to honor this great 
priest with a stamp (No. 306) on the occasion of 
the Tercentenary of his founding of the French 
Academy. The stamp is of 1.50f value, printed in 
deep rose, and bears a tine head and shoulder portrait. 
It does justice to the strong face of the great Cardinal. 

Cardinal Richelieu had a very dramatic and unusual 
career. Born in 1585 he was of the lesser nobility. 
When only twenty-one years of age, for family rather 
than religious reasons, he was nominated Bishop of 
Lucon. Being five years under the canonical age he 
was compelled to go to Rome to secure a dispensation. 
He was consecrated Bishop in 1607 and for six years 
worked hard in his poverty-stricken and obscure see. 
He was eager for reform and might have made a very 
useful servant of Christ had he not been obsessed with 
ambition for advancement in political rather than 
religious fields. 

His political career began when he attached him- 
self to Marie de’ Medici, the queen-mother. Through 
her influence he became Cardinal in 1622. Louis XIII 
hated him cordially but so wily, clever and able was 
the astute cardinal and so necessary to the king that 
in 1624 he was made chief minister. For eighteen 
years he was the real ruler of France and the greatest 
power in Europe. Thoroughly detested by Louis he 
vet made him the greatest monarch in Christendom. 
Richelieu only maintained himself by his sheer ability 
coupled with constant intrigue. He had one great aim 
—to make France supreme and to that aim he sacrificed 
everything. Even the interests of the Church were put 
second as we see in his aiding the German Protestants 
for the political advantage of France. His spies were 
everywhere and he pursued his enemies with relentless 
vengenance. His personality was a mighty factor in his 
success. He loved pomp, lived in state, and became im- 
mensely wealthy. Where in all this is the Christian 
religion? Frankly, we do not know. But he was a 
cardinal and we remember with sadness his early days 
as a bishop and think wistfully of what he might have 
been and done for Christ and his cause if he had not 
vielded to the desire for secular glory. 

Hungary gave a cardinal a place on her stamps in 
1935. The occasion of the issue was the 300th anni- 
versary of the founding of the Hungarian University 
of Sciences. There were six denominations with a 
rather large design showing Cardinal Peter Pazmany, 
the founder of the University, together with a scene

showing the signing of the foundation articles. Car. 
dinal Pazmany undoubtedly owes his place on the 
stamp to the fact that he was the father of Hungarian 
education as well as of this one college. More than 
that he, by his writings in Hungarian, was the real 
creator of the language as a literary vehicle. Like 
Martin Luther, by his writings he made a crude dialect 
into a literary language. 

It is true, however, that Pazmany was a tremendous 
influence in the religious world. Hungary had seen 
during his youth a rapid growth of Protestantism, 
Today Protestantism is a negligible factor in Hungary, 
This result is due mainly to the zeal and labors of 
Pazmany. Born in 1570 into a Protestant family, at 
thirteen he became a Catholic and at seventeen a 
Jesuit. He was highly educated, as all Jesuits are, and 
in 1601 was stationed at Sellye. At this place he was 
remarkably successful in converting Protestants, in- 
cluding some of the most prominent nobles of Hungary, 
In 1616 he was made Archbishop and in 1629 Car- 
dinal. He never for a day deviated from his determin- 
ation to give Hungary back to Catholicism. He used 
every weapon available for his purpose. In politics he 
easily outwitted the Protestants. By founding schools 
and colleges he raised the intellectual standing of 
Catholicism. His powerful logic clothed in popular 
language, easy for even the rustics to read, won hun- 
dreds back to the Catholic faith. It is perhaps no 
exaggeration to say that the powerful Catholic Church 
of Hungary is the creation of Cardinal Peter Pazmany. 

Two of the noblest churchmen shown on the stamps 
are practically unknown to most Americans. Perhaps 
because they are of small and out-of-the-way Finland 
the names of Bishop Magnus Towast and Mlichael 
Agricola mean little if anything to most of us. In 
spite of that we can present them with less apology 
and more unalloyed pride than most any of our Church- 
men of the Stamps. 

Bishop Magnus ‘Towast was the great leader of the 
Finnish Church in the 15th century. He is one of 
those great men who do not owe their greatness to 
brilliance but rather to conscientious devotion to the 
principles of Christianity and incessant and self-sacri- 
ficing labor for a great cause. He found a country of 
loosely united tribes with only a thin veneer of Chris- 
tianity. He set out to truly Christianize the country 
and to do it by promoting education and carefully 
supervising and disciplining the churches. He was so 
successful that the Finns credit him and the church 
which he built up and organized with making the 
Finnish people a real nation. Bishop Towast was given 
a place on one of the Red Cross Stamp issue of 1933 
(No. 312). The design is rather peculiar and pictures 
him with a weak face and attitude. We suspect that 
this is truer to some artist’s ideas of the looks of piety 
than to the appearance of the great bishop himself. 

The Finnish Church had a most unusual Reforma- 
tion. When Lutheran idea began to come in from 
Germany the abuses that Luther attacked were not 
present to any large degree in Finland. The Protestant 
theology, however, did appeal and the Finnish Church 
leaders looked upon it with favor. Michael Agricola 
was at that time a priest and secretary to Bishop 
Skytte, the Catholic primate of Finland. The Bishop 
sent Agricola to Germany to make a first-hand study 
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of the Reformation. When he returned in 1539 his 
report was favorable and the Finnish Church leaders, 
quietly and with little opposition, dropped their al 
legiance to Rome and became a National Protestant 
Church. Michael Agricola was the real founder ot 
this church. As Rector of the Cathedral School he 
trained a new generation of priests of Protestant doc- 
trine. He became Bishop when Bishop Skytte died 
and carried forward the reformation with discretion 
and moderation. Due to his good sense it was a re- 
formation and not a revolution. The best features of 
Catholicism were retained and reinvigorated with 
Protestant doctrines and a truly evangelical spirit. 
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Under his guidance it was the most orderly, moderate, 
and sensible of all of the reformations. Agricola had 
Luther’s good points without his intolerance and 
vehemence. If Christian greatness consists in a Chris- 
tian spirit and the practice of it in everyday life then 
no one deserves a higher place than Michael Agricola. 
If more church leaders had been like him there would 
be less sneers at the unchristian things in Christian 
history. In the same Red Cross issue of 1933 we find 
his portrait on No. 313. This is a more fitting picture 
than that of Bishop Towast. It is an imposing full- 
length picture of him in his robes of office.
